2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-31 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest, "a lead frame 
attached to the top principal surface of the chip carrier and not contacting the bottom principal surface of the chip carrier" for claim 
1; "a lead frame attached to the top principal surface of the chip carrier and having electrical leads extending from portions of the 
lead frame attached to the top principal surface of the chip carrier, the electrical leads being shaped to include lead portions 
approximately coplanar with the bottom principal surface of the chip carrier" for claim 17. 

Claims 1-31 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry (i.e. light emitting device).
